OTHER SURVEY HISTORY: Include details such as surveyor name, date, recording info, monument description, etc. 

A monument and two witnesses are depicted at this corner on a boundary survey for Indiana Limestone by A. Farewell dated 
1/22/1929, on file in the Monroe County Surveyor's Office as Reference Survey ID000521. We found the witness stone to the south 
(a 0.5' x 0.5' cut limestone 0.7' above grade, solidly planted, with half of the top broken, in line with north south fence on the west 
side of a transmission line) which is of the same type as other stones that were set for Indiana Limestone in this period. The Indiana 
Limestone surveys do not provide dimensions to the witness monuments, but we have consistently found them at fifty feet. We found 
this witness stone 54.24 feet south of the rebar. 


On a 1987 State Highway Location Monument Record, this corner is described as a road nail 3" below grade. On an undated Vic 
Farkas Monument Record circa 2001, the same ties were used, but the monument was described as a 5/8" rebar. On a 2001 survey 
by Edmund Farkas on file in the Monroe County Surveyor's Office as Reference Survey |D001178, this monument is also described 
as a 5/8" rebar. The same location has subsequently been accepted by Bernie Guerrettaz, Raymond Graham, Eric Deckard, Philip 
Tapp, and James Smale. The surveys describe this monument in a variety of ways, as a metal spike with a 3/8" head, as an iron pin, 
as anail, and as arailroad spike, but from the dimensions provided on each survey it appears that everyone is referring to the same 


monument.

round wooden strain post.

The origin of this monument is unknown. Due to its long history of use and acceptance by the county surveyor and the local 
surveying community, this monument was accepted with 4.24 feet of associated uncertainty.

BASIS OF GEODETIC COORDINATES: The basis of bearings is Grid North System NAD83 (2011)/Indiana West NAVD 88, Epoch 
2010.0000, geoidi2b conus.db3, US Survey Feet. Tied to NSRS using the JAVAD GNSS Data Online Processing Service (DPOS) 
to post-process static observations collected with a Javad Triumph 2 base. Positional values of this corner were determined from 
static GNSS and RTK GNSS (Javad Triumph LS Rover) observation.
